COUNCIL VAGARIES. 

The political crisis tins culminated in the 
assertion, on tho part of both llousos, of llio 
rights of Ihe Legislature, — the four days' 
notico of assembling Parliament having boon 
pronounced by iho two brunches as uncon- 
stitutional. We are glad to see that tlio 
decision arrived at by. lha one chamber has 
thug met with the views of tho other ; for il 
proves to His Excellency that the objection 
was no mere quibble on the part of any of 
tho membors of Assembly or on onr own. 
The Upper and Lower Houses have correctly 
Tiewod tho subject as one of grave import- 
ance, and we are sure Governor Kennedy 
has no desiro to underrate it. The respec- 
tive addresses which will bo presenled to 
Hie Excellency to-dny, while showing tho 
objections of the members of the Legislature 
to perform legislative duties under the recent 
Executive summons, nredictated in a tone ami 
olothed in a language to which no English 
Governor could lake exception; and we havo 
loo high au idea of His Excellency's honesty 
of purpose lo think that (he late contretemps 
will give him tho slightest annoyance. His 
course is now clear and unmistakable, and 
forlunately beyond iho sphoie of ill-con- 
sidered advico. Fourteen days is the only 
notice that can bo recognized in ihis colony ; 
it is the only one, as has been already sIiowd, 
that is recognized in England ; and it is tlie 
only notion that is deemed legal in Canada. 

The question is now settled, and wo do Dot 
wish to recur to it at any length ; but we 
cannol allow the occasion to slip away with- 
out alluding to the preposterous ideas ex» 
pressed yesterday by some of the members ol 
the Upper House. It vraa ptated by mote 
than one gentleman, thai tho Uoveruor's 
Commission gave him ample power to call 
the House together, irrespective of constitu- 
tional precedent. Mr. Donald Fruser an- 
awered the absurdity well enough by obser-. 
ving that the Governor could not exercise a 
power which was nut possessed by Ihe Queen 
herself. Thero was a shallowness, however, 
in bringing such au argument forward that 
■ peaks badly for the intellectual calihro of 
tho Council. His Excellency is empowered 
to oall the House together W/c/i ho likes, 
providod sufficient notice be given, and some 
of onr Council logicians at once infer from 
that that the notice is entirely optional with 
the Governor. Nobody over doubted Ilia 
Eicellency's power to call the Douse when 
he liked, — the objection taken in the recent 
difficulty was the want of " sufficient notice." 
If we require this term to be defined it is 
evident we must go to precedent or written 
law. The absurdity, however, of bringing the 
Governor's instructions forwaid as an argu- 
ment at all, is palpable. If a colony 
wore bound by these emanations ol tho 
Colonial Office, we might bid farewell at 
once to all liberty o[ action, and instead ol 
living under the constitutional precedent or 
law of England, we shoull merely exist at 
the whim or caprice of the Secretary for the 
Colonies. These sa^o Councillors cannot see 
that where thero is representative government 
the representative body has rights whioh 
neither the Governor n. r the .Minister in 
Downing street cm ignore; and certainly 
one of the most important uf those rights is 
that which secures to tho Legislature protec- 
tection against a summary or sudden conven- 
ing of this branch of the Government. 

In the newly-appainlod Attorney-General's 
remarks wo had crudilies that were positively 
startling. At one time we bad the amusing 
supposition put forward that we wen under 
the laws of Canada— and that the Canadian 
Governor had similar instructions to His 
Excellency Governor Kennody in reference 
to calling Parliament— thai is, he could 
at any lime convene the body, provided suf- 
ficient notice were given. Now, we do nol 
doubt tho latter circumstance, ami it con- 
firms what we have already sai.]; for if the 
Attorney General had only taken the troublo, 
before giving oQ-hinded opinions, to examine 
into Cunadiun law or usage, ho would 
have found it on this head the same as that 
of Great Britain, and that fourteen days' no- 
tice was necessary. We have elsewhere al- 
luded to the appalling ignorance uf the 
" bonorablcs" in reference to Canadian 
matters, but we are perfectly taken 
aback by the unsophisticated experience 
of His Excellency's new legal adviser. 
We are sorry that he should, on the first oc- 
casion of Legislative ,: counsel," have been 
bo entirely unprepared with his case; but 
knowing that he was ir, Ihis respect unfitted 
for taking part in the debate, wo are doubly 
Borry that he had not the proverbial philoso- 
phy on such occasions before him — that a 
"olosc mouth shows a wise head." This was 
not tho only gratuitous expose which 
the Attorney General made Ho must 
metis indulge in invidious comparisons be- 
tween ihe miners of Sooke and thoso in 
Cariboo, suggeati ng, what has certainly nol 
been borne out Uy facts, that the former 
were a rather lawless set. Mr, Wood, as 
well as Mr. Watson, i«, we beliovo a man 
who knows something of his position; but, 
we must confe-s Ihal yesterday's dobutl 
placed both gentlemen in a tatlier ridiouloui 
light.

"The Schoolmaster Abroad."— The ig" 
Dorance displayed by Imperiul officials in 
"regard to colonial matters is a ["roquenl sub- 
ject of. remark, but -ne ato rather surprised 
to find official members of oar own Legisla- 
ture exhibit so little knowledge of the affairs 
of our great sister colony in the Eastern pro. 
Tineas. Mr. Wood, the newly elected At- 
tomey General, appears by Ilia remarks in 
the Council yesterday, to be profoundly ig- 
norant of tho mode of government in lorce 
in the " brightest jewel of the British 
Crown," and his ideas seem to be shared by 
aeveral others of tho lion, members. For the 
information of tho hon. Attorney General 
<m$o\ his fellow members we would state that 
Ihe Parliamentary practice in Upper and 
Lower Canada does not differ, inasmuch as 
there is only one Legislature for the two 
celoities, an equal number ol members being 
returned from each province. As tho hou. 
Attorney General seems to have some doubts 
whether we aro not under Canadian law in 
these colonies, he will probably devote him- 
self to nicertaiuiiig our real position, and 
may thus incidentally gain much valuable 
information as to tho mode of managing the 
publio business in that lemote region.

LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL. 

Thursday, Aug. Jo. 
The Council met at 2 o'clock p. in. Pre- 
sent, the Hons. President, Colonial Secretary, 
Atiornoy General, Treasurer, D. Eraser 
and H. Rhodes. 

TnE CONSTITUTIONAL QUESTION. 

Hon. D. Eraser brought in the following 
report from the committee appointed to draw 
up a reply to the Governor's speech : 

A 1)011 EES. 

To His Excellency Arthur Edward Kennedy, 
Esq., Companion of tho Most Honorable 
Order of the Bath, Governor and Com- 
mander-iu Chief in uud over the colony 
of Vancouver Island and its Depend- 
encies, ic. kc. 
Ihe humble address of the Legislative Coun- 
cil of the said Colony. 

May it Please Voir Excellency, — 
We, the Legislative Council have beard with 
much pleasure your Excellency's speech on 
the opening of the present session of Par- 
liament. The Legislative Council dosiro 
most respectfully to express to your Excel- 
lency their gratification at the -recent dis- 
covery of tho gold-fields referred lo in your 
Excellency's speech, and their hope that this 
discovery will conduce to tho pormnnont 
prosperity of tho colony. 

The Council, on offering thoir congratula- 
tions on this discovery, deem it their duly in 
justice to your Excelloncy, to record their 
conviction that tjie merit of this discovery is 
primarily due lo your Excellency's earnest and 
energetic advocacy of the exploration of the 
Island, and to tha continued support and en- 
couragement afforded by your Exaellency lo 
the efforts of tho explorers who have made 
the discovery. Anil tho Council would beg 
also to mark their appreciation of the prompt- 
ness with which your Excellency organised a 
legal system over the gold field to meet the 
emergency by tha iininediute passing of rules 
and regulations, and hy the appointment and 
despatch of a Gold Commissioner to ad- 
minis'er iho same. 

The Council beg respectfully to assure 
your Excellency that they are desirous to give 
their earnest nnd prompt attention to tho se- 
rious consideration of the several subjects 
mentioned in your Excellency's speech, pro- 
vided it is competent lo them to exercise 
their functions, of which a doubt has arisen, 
from the fact that the Legislature lias beeu 
assembled on n shorter notice than required 
by the law of England, and by I lie practice of 
the Imperial Parliament, by which tho Le- 
gislature has hitherto been guided, nnd tho 
Council earnestly respond lo your Excellen- 
cy's prayer, that their deli be rat ions may con- 
duce lo the honor ol Her Majesty, and lo the 
prosperity of the country. 

The hon. Attorney General said it was very 
obvious that the Gold Commissioner should 
be given moro powers, to decide cases which 
might arise among the minors nt Sooke, many 
of whom were peri. ap3 rathor lawless; it was 
a very different case from Cariboo, and the 
miners wero different from those of the upper 
country, nnd it was highly necessary that the 
Gold Commissioner should have lull powers ; 
this was a subjeoi whioh required tiie 
immediate consideration of the House. As 
to the question of the 14 days' notice, he had 
not had time to look into the authorities, and 
in the absence ol the statute of George III., 
which seemed not to bo in tho possession of 
any one, it was rather a difficult question. — 
Ono thing was clear to him, which was that 
it \va- a privilege that the Imperiul Parlia- 
ment had, and consequently we also have, and 
if so it is n privilege we have power to waivo. 
Ha fell sure no ill consequences could arise 
from waiving a privilege which belonged to 
Parliament. The record of Pai liament could 
not be relerred against, ard if it was recorded 
that 14 days was the legal time, that could 
not bo upsot, and there could be no danger in 
waiving tho privilege on this occasion. 

The hon. President said ho could seo no 
reason why the Council should not agree with 
the reply passed by the Lower House and 
His Excellency might easily in accordance 
with imperial ujuge prorogue tho Legislature 
lor u week or so, making up with llio time 
already pissed the fourteen daya. The diffi- 
culty must hnve ari-en through an oversight 
on tbo part ol His Excellency. 

Hon I). Fraser said a doubt hud evidently 
laken possession of tho public 111 I lid as li the j 
locality ol ihe meeting of Parliament, and ho | 
was strongly disposed lo get rid of that doubt 
by having a proper notice given. There was 

no question itevei that the law laid down 

clearly that 14 days' notice should be given. 
If the Executive wished to be utile lo call the 
Legislature together in lei • than 14 days, it 
was competent for Parliament to pass an act 
to i lial effect . 

The hon. Attorney General said il wis a 
very embarrassing question as they had tot 
tbo act before them; there was also the ques- 
tion of the supremacy of Canadian law in 
these colonies for tho list 40 years. If wo 
fuliou the Canadian Parliamentary prac- 
tise we find that the Governor has llio power 
of culling together the Parliament of Canada 
at any time and Irom time to limo by giving 
sufficient nolice. 

Hon. D. Fraser said that ha had Just been 
lulil by his hon. colleague, Mr. Rhodes, that 
in Camilla the time ol notice must be 14 daye. 

The hon. Attorney General asked whether 
that was the esse in Upper Canada or Lower 
Canada ? been use we must go by tho practico 
in the Upper Province. 

Hon. Mr. Rhodes said it was the praotioa 
in the House in Upper Cunada. 

Hon, D. Eraser said tho short notice Was 
in the opinion of this House clearly an over- 
sight on the part of the Executive. 

The hon. Treasurer objected to this state- 
merit of the hon. gentleman. The Governor's 
commission clearly gave him powor to call 
ihe Legislature together whenever ho saw lit, 
and it won for Parliament to guard tho righto 
ol the people if thoy thought thorn in danger. 

Hon. I*. Eraser said that iho Governor got 
his co remission from tho Queen, and it wns 
impossible for him lo attempt that which the 
Queeu herself could not do, viz : Call Par- 
liament together in less than lourtecn days. 

The reply lo the aJdiflss was thon adopted 
n«rncon, and the hon. Colonial Secretnry left 
tho House to ascertain when His Excellency 
would bf! prepared to receive it. 

Tho Colonial Secretary, on returning, In- 
formed tho Council (bat His Excellency nam- 
fid noon to-day for the reception of the re- 
ply, and the Couucil thereupon ad;ourned 
until half pn3t lj, a. m., to-day.

Haruett called 
at Ward's slore this morning to exchange 
soino handsome gold dust, and said that he 
Itad taken out upwards of i?100 in four dnjs, 
with two rockers, from his claim. In eevoral 

I parts of tho river 1 have eccu nuggets vurying 
from SI SO to S3, but these, arc very much 
the exception, and are by no tneana to be 
laken ns evidences of the gcueral richness ol 
the river. Five dollars a day is the success 
of many, and upon tho whole, tho liver may 
be called a success, considering the means 
used, and the work done. Shul'ts aro being 
sunk in the channel of the river, and also on 
tho benches; t lie dirt on tho latter is of a 
much better quality Iban that generally 
found on tho river. Chine-re pumps are at 
work in many places; substantial log houses 
aro in course of construction, on various 
spots, and there is altogether a business de- 
teiminatiou to find the gold if here, or tho 
bed-rock. Accounta of promising creeks in 

! Ihe neighborhood occasionally arrive, and 

j the bars on Sooke river are gradually being 

' occupied.

I fire, and many lingo burnt limbers uro bul 
waiting for a moderate breeze lo bring them 
down.

HIXIKO LAWS. 

Of these I must ep.'ak at some length 
That the complaints against the Coramis- 1 
sioncr aro numerous is certain, but as il Is 
hard to condemn a man in this counlry ex- ! 
cepl out ol his own mouth or by an eye wit- j 
ness of his own actions, I have no opinion to 
express but this, that tho Commissioner is 
blamed in numerous cases where the fault 
lies in Iho instructions be has received. I 
do not wish lo join that fashioiiabla crowd 
who always abuse men in authority. .Some 
of the instructions are mistakes, but I will 
only now louch upon such as appear to mo 
capable of alteration and improvement. 

First, — The license of 3.0 is too high. One 
dollar lo the miner at tho commencement ol 
operations is of mure importance to him ihau 
810 afterwards. This could bo met by an 
extension of time, for tho licenses at present 
granted, charging for licenses tnken for a 
future specified timo at a cheaper rate. Con- 
sidering the length of the mining seapon 
here and in other parts ol the Island a cheap- 
er license would be a great boon. 

Second, — A miner's license should he 
granted without at the samo limo paying a 
recording fee. 

Third,— The present system of recording 
is false in prhiciple and confusing in practice. 

II is about as intelligent and works as well 
as a law would, relating lo registration of j 
births, that required every child to be regis- [ 
lered beforo it was born. A proper record 
book distinct and separata from a lieouso [ 
book should bo kept, in which each claim j 
should be recorded and described, open at all I 
limes (or tho inspection of tho public. 

Eourtti, — As much difficulty has arisen, ! 
and as many moro difficulties will arise, in i 
consequence of minors not being able or 
willing to delermiDe what is Ihe middle of this j 
stream; tho Government should appoint a j 
surveyor to define Ibis line. 

Water privileges aro likely, in truth certain, 
to be the occasion ol disputes — laws relating 
to these should at once be enacted. 

Presuming, as 1 confidently do, that iho 
Government is anxious to facilitate not only 
the working of these mines, but also all • 1 1 licrs 
tbat may be discovered— they will make a 
great mistake if they pass anything more 
than broad general luws. Leech river re- 
quires laws, sonio of which will not be re- 
quired by any other stream. A leave given 
lo a local body, with the concurrence ol Ihe 
Commissioner, to frnmo bye-laws will work 
well.
